Brian Hinson, co-owner of the 
H ni.iger Allen Funeral Home, 
hosted Prof. Lloyd Taylor's 2« 
students durii.g 
a 
three hour 
session that involved a tour of 
the facilities, a brief presents 
tion by Hinson and a question 
and answer session. 
The tour included the chapel, 
state rooms, family and waiting 
rooms, preparation room and 
casket display rooms. 
"The purpose of the course is 
to deal with this very common 
human problem and see it in a 
sociological and anthropological 
perspective." Taylor said. "It 
is an area most Americans are 
shielded from." 
Hinsbn said, "moat college 
students have had no contact 
with death whatsoever. Many
